Verona Lane, Yorba Linda, began 
having it shortly after he moved his 
family into the upper-income, 
two-story house on top of the hill up 
which Verona runs.

Most motorists on Yorba Linda 
Boulevard don’t notice the old house 
sitting somewhat forlornly under a 
June sun. 


»,,Mor do they see the unobtrusive 


sign proclaiming the building as the 
Yorba Linda Woman’s Club. 

But the sign cannot tell the casual 
passerby of the friendships and 
dreams that have welled within the 
club’s walls for the last 53 years. 

Neither can it reveal the story of 
the women who walked down dusty 


country lanes in the thirties to meet _ 


there for service to community and 
friendship. Or of the women of today 
who have continued in the same 
tradition. 

Now the women have donated 
their house to the city of Yorba Linda 
to be used as a community center. A 
new sign will replace the old. And a 
new era will begin for the building 
and for the city as well. 

The city has long needed a place 
for various community groups to 
meet and the clubhouse comes 
complete with an efficient kitchen, 
large recreation room and easily 
accessible location. 

“This is an exciting gift’’ said 
Mayor Carolyn Ewing at a recent 
city council meeting. ‘‘It was a hard 
decision for the women to give their 
clubhouse to the city. It was almost 
like giving up their child.”’ 

Indeed, members of the Woman’s 
Club have talked about donating 


their building to the city on and off 
for the last five years, according to 
Mrs. Dorothy Brough, president. 

But increasing costs to maintain 
the property finally caught up with 
the women. 

‘We became tired of working 
toward paying bills. We wanted our 
money to go toward more 
worthwhile and constructive en- 
deavors,’’ explained Mrs. Brough. 

Coupled with the advent of the 
bicentennial year, the women, 
finally and with reluctance, made 
their decision to give their building. 
and grounds to the city. 

“It’s like when you have a 
daughter that gets married,’’ Mrs. 
Brough said. ‘‘She gets out from 
under your wing. You know she’ll be 
well taken care of. But it still hurts 
deep in your heart.”’ 


In return for the gift, the city has 
agreed to several stipulations, 
including a provision for off street 
parking within two years. 


The city will also maintain the 
property, establishing a committee 
of three to make usage rules and 
prohibit smoking and consumption 
of alcohol on the premises. 


In turn, the city will allow the club 
to use the property on Tuesdays of 
every week as well as provide 
storage for their belongings.

Developer Objects To 
Grading Of Land

A conflict over the tentative tract 
map of Lan Ron developers took 
place at the Yorba Linda Planning 
Commission meeting Wednesday. 

It involved the development of an 
area south of Yorba Linda Boulevard 
for a tract of 102 new homes there. 

The map was finally approved by 
title only with conditions after 
extensive review of widths of 
proposed one half acre lots, pipes, 
easements and drainage problems. 

Ron Lane, owner of Lan Ron, 
agreed to appear at the next city 
council meeting Monday, July 7 to 
present the parcel map. 

Lane strongly objected to the 
grading requirements, saying they 
made the condition ‘‘intolerable, 
unless we redesign.” 

(He was referring to the 
commission’s request that the land 
levels, some of which are reportedly 
as high as 37 feet, would have to be 
graded.) 

According to Vincent Bautista, 
associate planner, Lane is expected 
to appeal to the city council. 

Lane further expressed that the 
grading, as requested, ‘‘would 


diminish the number of proposed 
lots from 102 to 80.”’ 

Lane requested to have the 
approval cleared by the city before 
the closing of the Laf-Co meeting 
slated July 9 to which he is expected 
to report. 

Further conditions for Lan Ron. 
recommended by the commission 
included: 


The City Council should approve 
two of the lots for a public park 

Approval of the map is subject to 
annexation to Yorba Linda 

Homeowners adjacent to horse 
trails should be given understand- 
ing, via signed release form, of the 
close proximity to horse and bike 
trails. 


In other business, the Residential 
Agricultural (RA) Zoning Ordinance 
requested by the City Council for 
review was denied in favor of a 
public hearing instead. 

A study completed last year 
revealed the ordinance would affect 
population density. The increase 
would go from the present 0.7 _ 
per acre (on a 2.8 acre parcel) to 1.0 
units per acre, according to Planning’ 
Director Phil Paxton. 


says, North Orange County is 
actually over-built according to the 
formula.

Formal dedication of the building 
is still in the planning stages, 
according to Mrs. Brough, but is 
expected to take place in a few 
months. 


Soon the outside of the house will 
be painted and spruced up, a 
bicentennial project of the women 
who are so much a part of its history. 


The shiny hardwood floors will 
start creaking with new and growing 
community activities. 


But it would seem that the gift of 
the Yorba Linda Woman's club to 
the city is not so much the end of an 
era as it is a logical continuation of 
the past. 

The founding ladies would no 
doubt have approved the decision. 


Funeral Service 
Held For 
SusanCallahan 


A funeral mass for 18-year-old 
Susan Callahan, daughter of Mayor 
Pro Tem and Mrs. Michael Callahan 
of Placentia, was held Thursday at 
St. Joseph’s Catholic Church in 
Placentia. 

Interment followed at the Catholic 
Holy Sepulcher in Orange. Miss 
Callahan lost her life in an 
automobile accident Friday, June 13 
near Durango, Mexico. 

The car in which she was riding 
with James Kraemer of Placentia 
crashed down a 70-foot embankment 
and rolled over several times. The 
couple had been driving in a severe 
rain and hailstorm and were on their 
way back to the United States. 

Sources said Kraemer managed to 
pull Miss Callahan from the 
wreckage but she died after being 
transferred to a hospital. 

Kraemer, son of Mr. Gilbert 
Kraemer of Placentia, was reported 
unharmed. Kraemer’s mother lives 
in Newport Beach. 

The young couple had been 
sightseeing in Mexico and Miss 
Callahan had called her parents a 
few days before the accident to 
report they were returning home.

Although parity ‘in strategic arms has been the announced goal of the 
United States and Russia in their SALT (Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty) 
negotiations, the results of SALT II may turn out to be about as equal as 
horse--and--rabbit stew: one horse and one rabbit--with the United States on 


the short end of the recipe. 


Indications are that the negotiators are under pressure to come up with an 
agreement in time for President Ford and Soviet party boss Leonid Brezhnev 
to sign when the latter visits the United States in early fall. Placing a 
premium on speed suggests that a poor agreement is believed to be better 


than no agreement. 


This could prove disastrous for U.S. security in the long run. And it isn’t 


necessary. 


The speed with which Congress passed the defense bill after its recent 
recess suggests, instead, that plenty of congressmen found the folks at 
home won't sit still for a weakened U.S. defense system. Against this 
background, the U.S. negotiating posture should be a tough one. The worry 


is that it won't be. 


The major drawback of the proposed SALT agreement announced by 
Messrs. Ford and Brezhnev at Vladivostok last fall is its failure to provide for 
parity in missile payloads (‘‘throw weight’). 

In 1972, the United States already was at a 4 to 1 disadvantage on this 


score. 


The Soviets have since engaged in an aggressive research and 
development program involving five new ICBMs and a new submarine 
missile. If they replace their existing land-based missiles with the new 
models and we don’t deploy a new ICBM to replace our Minuteman, the 
payload gap will widen to 10 to 1 in the 1980s. 

The grim significance of this disparity is underscored by former Deputy 
Secretary of Defense Paul Nitze in-a recent article in ‘Foreign Policy.’’ He 
postulates that if the Soviets wish to destroy 1,200 fixed targets (such as our 
missile silos), ‘‘blanket 400 squares miles of aircraft escape area, and 
barrage 100 aim points at sea,’’ they would have enough throw weight 
available to still keep half in reserve. In other words, first-strike capability 


with plenty left over. 


Another threat to our military forces and our cities is posed by the Soviets’ 
new supersonic bomber. They don’t want this counted in the USSR weapons 
total. The U.S. negotiators seem willing to go along with this idea, despite 
the dangers. There may be a quid pro quo in the works, but virtually nothing 


is being said publicly. 


Though the Vladivostok proposal calls for limiting the number of strategic 
weapons, it doesn’t prevent them from being fitted with multiple warheads 
(MIRVs). This makes it all the more essential that we negotiate an 
agreement which provides for accurate MIRV verification and, at the same 
time, calls for equality of throw weight.

Quick Action Saves 
Woman’s Life 


A Yorba Linda resident has been 
honored by Pacific Telephone for his 
life-saving effort last year in saving a 
woman who choked when a piece of 
meat became lodged in her throat. 

Norman Hettman, 16781 Lake 
Terrace Way, was presented the 
telephone firm's Certificate of 
Honor for saving the life of Mrs. 
Mabel Boak. 

The presentation was made by 
PT&T Assistant Vice President Russ 
Scharman at the Saddleback Inn in 
Norwalk last Friday (June 13). 

One evening last summer, 
Hettman and his wife, Blanche, both 
telephone company employees, 
were entertaining guests in their 
home. Suddenly one of the guests, 
Mrs. Boak, appeared to be having 
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trouble breathing. The possibility of 
heart attack was considered and 
Hettman called the fire department. 

It soon became apparent that the 
victim was in fact choking. She then 
lost consciousness and began to turn 
blue. Hettman immediately placed 
the victim in a prone position, forced 
his hand into her mouth and 
extracted a large piece of meat. 

He then = applied artificial 
respiration. Mrs. Boak soon 
responded to his efforts and began 
to breathe with normal color 
returning to her face. 

The fireman in charge of the 
rescue unit which arrived minutes 
later said the first aid rendered by 
Hettman was instrumental in saving 
the victim’s life. 

Hettman has been with Pagific 
Telephone 30 years and works as a 
technical instructor in Anaheim. 
Mrs. Hettman works in_ the 
company’s special agents’ office in 
Santa Ana.

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justify a third college. 

‘*So it would be very foolish to sell 
that land.”’ 

But then the district had a 
problem. Since it had bought the 
parcel around 1962 or 63, Assistant 
Chancellor Elton Ward _ notes, 
unauthorized persons had been 
using the land for unauthorized 
purposes. And the district didn’t 
have the means to police the area. 

So it was decided to lease it. Most 
went to Ray Fisher, owner and 
operator of Hidden Hills Ranch and 
Stables. And one small corner went 
to the Izaak Walton League of 
America, for the purpose of 
operating a shooting range. That 
was about eight or ten years ago. 

So far, so good. The district’s 
problem was solved now that there 
were tenants on the land. Moreover, 
since the district doesn’t have to pay 
property taxes, the lease money, 


though not much, was clear pro! F, 


The law was happy too, since, 
although discharge of firearms is 
illegal in Yorba Linda, the shooting 
range was just across the city limits 
on county land. 

But Homer Ragsdale was not 
happy. His troubles boil down to five 
complaints-- 

Gunfire. ‘‘When you _ hear 
shooting 365 days a year,’’ says 
Ragsdale, ‘‘it gets intolerable.’’ 
Although the sound of gunfire can 
scarcely be heard on Verona by day, 
residents insist it becomes loud at 
night. For the last few months, 
accordingly, the shooting range has 
been observing, at the request of the 
college district board of trustees, 7 
a.m. to 10 p.m. hours. 

* Noisy cars on the road below the 
hill. 

* Dust created by cars using a dirt 
track that adjoins the road below 
Ragsdale’s home. 

* Illegal firing from vehicles using 
the access road and other incidents 
involving alleged breaches of the 
peace by persons, authorized’ and 
unauthorized, using the road. 

* Danger of ricocheting or 
misguided bullets. According to 
stable operator Fisher, ustil a new 
gate to the range was installed a few 
months ago, stray rounds fired by 
unauthorized shooters. could be 
heard passing over Hidden Hills 
Stables at night. Since the gate was 
put in, Fisher says, the problem has 
ceased. 

Last February, Ragsdale took his 
case to the college district board of 
trustees, who, in response, adopted 
a list of 10 recommendations 
regarding operation of the gun 
range. The list covered such things 
as time limits, policing, a speed limit 
for the access road, posting of 
no-trespassing signs, and blocking 
off the dirt track. According to 
Assistant Chancellor Ward, most 
have been implemented. 

Ragsdale disagrees--and he’s still 
not happy. His campaign is now 
being waged on two fronts. For one, 
he would like the college district to 
terminate the lease with the Izaak 
Walton League. Or, as an 
alternative, he would like the county 
board of supervisors to revoke the 
variance which permits use of 
the land as a gun range. 

He’s not optimistic. ‘‘If we have to 
canvass every home in Orange 
County, we’re going to do that,’’ he 
said recently. ‘‘We're thinking 
about starting some picketing.’’ As 
a last resort, he says he may go to 
court. 

He has managed to find some 
local support. In the 47 households 
on Verona and Malaga Lane, just to 
the east, Ragsdale has found 63 
adults willing to sign petitions he 


has circulated. The signatures 
represent 40 of the residences, he 
claims. 

Concern has also been aroused in 
local government. Last February the 
city sent the college district a letter 
asking it to look into the matter. 
Although nothing has been done 
since then, ‘‘I guess the ax falls on 
us now to look into the matter 
further,’"’ says Mayor Carolyn 
Ewing. 

‘‘We certainly need to protect our 
residents,’’ she adds. ‘‘I think there 
will be further investigation of it.”’ 
The question is scheduled for 
consideration by the city council at 
its July 7 meeting. 

And at the county level, 
Supervisor Ralph Diedrich has 
requested investigation of the range 
by the planning department, the 
sheriff's department, and the county 
health officer, reports his executive 
assistant.Ray Rhoads. The results of 
the investigations . should be 
available in about two weeks, 
according to Rhoads. 

In the meantime, the shooting 
goes on. 

It’s pleasantly warm in the little 
valley, a late spring day that thinks 
it’s really summer. About a 
half-dozen shooters are at the range, 
spread out along the covered porch 
from which they fire. 

The rangemaster, Jim Beck, who 
has held the job for the last four 
years and who is also on the Izaak 
Walton League board of directors, 
carefully supervises the shooting. 
He is there every day. 

Beck is unimpressed with the 
complaints of the people on the hill. 
‘‘Judging from the sound levels, I 
don’t think they should be 
complaining,’’ he says. He points 
out that the way the range is laid out, 
there is no chance of a round from a 
properly aimed rifle ricocheting into 
the residences. 

Before the new gate was installed, 
he recalls, he used to have trouble 
with trespassers himself. But now 
that’s been solved. 

Down the road at the stable, Ray 
Fisher isn’t much bothered either. 
‘I’ve been here so long, I don’t even 
notice the shooting,’’ he says. 

But for Homer Ragsdale, the 
trouble goes on.
